CINCINNATI, Sept. 3.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Tonight, at 6 o'clock, 
on the electric railway from Avondale 
to Cincinnati, all the brakes of an in- 
coming train of two cars gave way 
simultaneously. For a mile and a 
quarter the road is down grade. It 
makes a long curve before intersecting 
with Broadway, which street it enters 
at right angles. The grade for 400 
Yards before entering Broadway is five 
or six feet to the hundred. The motor- 
man, when the brakes failed, tried. to 
reverse the wheels, but the wires were 
burned off, and the motorman, conduc- 
tor and passengers were at the mercy 
of the wild train. 

Faster andj faster it sped; now and 
then a passenger dropped out on the 
stony street. At half a mile from the 
starting point, a speed of thirty miles 
an hour was attained. Swifter and 
swifter flew the two fated cars, louder 


Around the great bend the train shot 
at fifty miles an hour, with the speed 
accelerating at every second. Into 
Broadway it dashed at seventy miles 
an hour. Tearing across the street, it 
struck a big cedar pole, cutting it in 
two. After cutting through the pole, 
the car went on and struck a huge iron 
door-post in a building at the corner, 
split it, and half of the length of the 
car was thrust into the building. 

Over this mass of pulverized ruin the 
rear car leaped to destruction. All 
around in this heap of debris were scat- 
tered the déad and dying human 
freight: So far as can be learned 
not a soul escaped injury. One is al- 
ready known to be dead and eighteen 
are in the hospital. Searchers are out 
all along the fatal mile and a quar- 
ter, trying to learn the fate of those 
strewn along the rodd.

SECOND BALLOTS.. 


Much Excitement Attends the 
French Elections. 


Floquet and Clemenceau are Reported as De- 
feated—E mperor William on Germany's 
Power The Parisian Press is 
Pleased With Russia.

PARIS, Sept. 3.—(By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.) The country was in a 
state of excitement today over the sec- 
ond ballots taken for members of the 
Chamber of Deputies. The campaign, 
which has been under way for two 
weeks, had become more active and has 
resulted in additional violence, with 
each succeeding day. In this city the 
excitement oulminated this evening 


when dense crowds assembled in the 


boulevards and in front of the news- 
paper offices to learn the results of the 
voting. The throngs were in a bolster- 
ous mood, and there were disorderly 
scenes at various points, which the po- 
lice promptly suppressed. 

There were 164 second ballots taken. 
At 12:13 a.m., the returns showed 109 
Republicans, 6 Conservatives and 7 Ral- 
lied Rights candidates elected. The Re- 
publicans gain sixteen seats. Floquet, 
formerly president of the Chamber of 
Deputies, is defeated by a Socialist, his 
connection: with the Panama Canal 
scandal proving fatal. Much excitement 
was caused by the t that 
Clemeneéau is also defeated. 

At 1:30 a. m., results from.152 districts 
were received. They show 132 Nepubli- 
cans, 9 Conservatives and 11 Rallied 


Rights candidates were elected. Re- 


ports are coming in of conflicts between 
the followers of the defeated and suc- 
cessful candidates. 


GERMANY’S KAISER. 


He Reiterates His Avowed Intention of Main- 
taining Peace. 

BERLIN, Sept. 3.— (By Cable and 
Associated Press.) Emperor William 
and the Crown Prince of Italy arrived 
at Metz this morning to attend the 
army maneuvers. After the imperial 
party attended church there was a 
parade of troops. The Emperor rode 
at the head of the line as it marched 
through the city. The spectacle was 
an inspiring one, and the utmost en- 
thusiasm was shown. The maneuvers 
begin tomorrow. They will be on a 
larger scale than usual. Four entire 
army corps will be in the field and ep- 
gage in a mimic battle. Metz will be 


The Emperor, on arriving at Metz 
today, made a speech in reply to the 
address of welcome delivered by the 
Mayor of the city. He said Metz and 
its army corps formed the corner-stone 
of the military power of Germany, and 
were destined to be the safeguard of 
the peace of Germany and of the 
whole of Europe. It was his firm pur- 
pose, the Emperor said, to maintain 
this peace. The Emperor went to 
Courcelles this afternoon, and from 
there drove to Merville, where he has 
a new country residence. 

The streets were thronged with resi- 
dents and strangers, and His Majesty 
was gieeted with the greatest enthusi- 
asm. He was also presented with an 
address of welcome from the Lorraine 
Diet, expressing.the feelings of loyalty 
of the inhabitants of the provinces.

Dr. Graves Found Dead 
in His Cell. 

The Alleged’ Murderer Will 
Not Be Hanged. 


Convicted Once, He Does Not 
Await a Retrial. 


Letters Bitterly Attacking the 
Prosecution. 


His Attorney Claims the Doctor's Heart Was 
Broken—An Autopsy, Despite an Ex- 
pressed Wish to the Contrary— 

The Widow Prostrated.

DENVER, Sept. 3.—(Special.) Pr. T. 
Thatcher Graves was found dead in 
his cell at the County Jail at h o’clock 
this morning. He, had evidently been 
dead for several hours. A orief search 
discovered letters showing that he bad 
for some time contemplated suicide. 
One of the letters addrassed to the 
‘public is a bitter attack upon I. N. 
Stevens, the District Attorney, who 
was the prosecutor of his first trial, 
and who was engaged as assistant 
counsel for the second trial. The lat- 
ter has recently been East to secure 
the attendance of witnesses fur the 
second trial, and claims to have dis- 
covered important new evidence. 

Yesterday Dr. Graves's wife visited 

him in his cell. His remarks to her 
as she was leaving, namely: cod 
night, Kittie, and be brave, seem as 
if intentional as last words in the im- 
mediate contemplation of self-inflicted 
death. The intelligencesof the doctor’s 
death was communicated to, Mrs. 
Graves today in all gentleness Ly Mrs. 
Thomas A. Macon, wife of his leading 
counsel, and for a time it dethroned 
her reason. Her condition is deened 
critical She refused to believe that 
he was dead until she had been taken 
to the jail. 
' With her faculties clouded and dis- 
tracted. she often piteously calls to 
him as though he were alive. In semi- 
conscious moments she insists that he 
could not have committed suicide, that 
he was determined to live, if he could, 
to establish his innocence upon a sec- 
ond trial. Mrs. Graves was similarly 
affected by her husband's conviction 
over a vear and a half ago, and it 
was months before she recovered. 

The expressions in Dr. Graves’s let- 
ters indicate, as one motive of the 
suicide. a desire to leave the balance 
of his money to his wife and mother 
instead of expending it in defending 
himself in a second trial. The an- 
nouncement of the death created a 
deep sensation in this city, and the. 
largest sales of papers made upon the 
streets for years have been of the 
extras telling of the event. No theory. 
excevt that of suicide by poison finds 
any acceptance. While such an end- 
ing of the tragedy was not exactly ex- 
pected, it creates no great surprise.

The following is the first letter

“To the Coroner ot Denv er, Colo.—

death may be rendered as follows: 
‘Died from persecution, worn out and 
exhausted.’ Yours respectfully, . 

„T. THATCHER GRAVES, M. D.” 

The last letter is directed to Capt. 
Crews. jailer of the County Jail, and 
is full of bitterness toward County At- 
tornev I. N. Stevens, who secured Dr. 
Graves’s conviction inthe first trial, 
and has been working hard to again 
have the doctor convicted. 

In the second letter, which is dated 
August 25, Graves denounces Stevens 
as a liar. and adds: “My lawyers have 
full receipts showing that I never 
wronged the estate of Mrs. Barnaby, 
and that the estate now owes me 
something outside of the legacy by 
will. The public sees what I have to 
expect from the villainous and coward- 
lv falsehoods of Stevens. I cannot ex- 
pend more money fighting him. I must 
take the only means to prove it for 
mv wife and my dear, honored and 
aged mother.” 

Notwithstanding the above letter. 
Capt. Crews, in an interview, 
nantly denies that Dr. Graves: com- 
mitted suicide.

Dr. Graves, before his death, said he 
vas penniless, and thought it was no 


more than right if the county paid thes 


costs of his proecution, it should also 
be willing to appropriate enough to 
enable him ‘to defend himself. The de- 
‘cision of the county to try him again 
undoubtedly prompted Graves to put 
into effect his idea of suicide, which, 
it is plain. he had been contemplating 
for some time past. 

Dr. Graves’s letter to the public is a 
long document, in which he reviews the 
history of his remarkable case. He de- 
nied that he ever committed the crime 
with which he was charged, and de- 
clared that his prosecution was accom- 
plished with money and political in- 
fluence. In his letter, he says: 

“The District Attorney, at that time, 
Isaac Stevens, was a young, leading 
politician, ambitious, full of devilish 
schemes and cunning; a man who never 
hesitated to do any kind of dirty work 
to advance himself, and who was sur- 
rounded by the vilest men in the West 
as his tools. At the trial which fol- 
lowed, we found everything completely 
and absolutely under his control—re- 
porters, bailiffs, court officials, except 
the clerk of the court; deputies, and 
the honorable judge and jury. Since 
the trial, we have learned that no man 
was put on the jury unless he agreed 
to favor Stevens. Promises of political 
preference and value received were 
freely offered and taken. 

“Forty years ago, a man naméd Per- 
rin in Connecticut and my father had 
some trouble over some land. The son 
worked himself on the jury, and paid 
the old debt in full after the usual man- 
ner of such men. This we did not know 
until long after the trial. I am in- 
formed since the trial that some of the 
jurors have received political appoint- 
ments from Stevens, and some are pro- 
fessional jurors, getting on a jury on 
cases where he always wins his case. 
These things are well-known in Denver. 
What possible chance did a stranger 
stand against Stevens, backed by such 
a judge and pufchasable jury? 

“Conrad boasted that he spent $600,- 
000 among the witnesses, detectives,’ 
judges and jury. He always omitted to 
remark that the money belonged to his 
wife, and that he was playing for a 
$160,000 stake. 

“The Supreme Court of Colorado, in 
the most emphatic, scathing and bitter 
words, pronounced the trial unfair, un- 
Just and illegal, and ordered a new 
trial. My lawyers have found proof. 
that at the trial $2500 was paid t to 
only one witness. They have affidavits 
of numerous men that they were 
sounded as to whether, in case of their 
being summoned on the jury, they 
and this was 
done by Stevens's bailiff. The jury 
was under the charge of one of 
the worst villains on earth; they 
boarded at a hotel kept by one of the 
jury; went to the theater and around 
town, pretty much as they pleased. 

For months and months I have lan- 
guished in jail, clamoring for a new 
trial, until I have little by little learned 
all the vallainous things which apper- 
tairfed to the former trial and I have 
told not half. Stevens, in the mean- 
time, had advanced to, be acknowl- 
edged as a supreme political boss, and 
controls today most of the judges. 
They dare not decide against him, and 
so my motion for a new trial is de- 
ferred, and it is impossible to furnish 
bonds, and I have been forced to re- 
mgin in jail all through this hot, sultry 
summer until I must confess my spirit 
is broken down. 

“A new district attorney has mean- 
while been appointed, but he does not 
count. Stevens rules, and the new one 
bobs up serenely, as he is ordered, the 
Same as the judges. The people are 
indignant, but what can they do with 
this octopus? At t present writing 
Stevens has gone East to coach one of 
the commissioners and hoodwink him. 
He will return to Denver with a 
trunk full of lies. After having prop- 
erly worked the papers, he will thon ca- 
jole and deceive the commissioners, 


and probably induce them to furnish | 
‘him funds to commence again his ne- 


farious prosecution. 

“Now, I am tired of this whole busi- 
ness. They have exhausted me. Is it 
Strange I think it useless to continue 
the fight, now that I am tired of it? 
I have freely expended a fortune in 
fighting them, but the courts will com- 
pel me to expend more, but I do not 
propose to give them any more. What 
I have left will go to my noble little 
wife and my poor, suffering mother. 
There is one way I can stop the ex- 
penditure. Allow me to repeat that 
which I have always said publicly and 
privately, upon my solemn Masonic 
oath, I, T Thatcher Graves, did not 
have anything to do, in any way, 
shape or manner nor deed, 
with the death of Mrs. Barn- 
aby. I write this knowing that 
the future will soon have in store 
for me. People will believe, pity and 
sympathize with me. They will know 
that even the strongest’ man can be 
beaten down by the cyclone of filth, 
mud and persecution. I leave little 
Ikey Stevens to the people of Colorado. 
Please take care of him.

LABOR CONGRESS. 


The Catholic Church Espouses the Working- 
men's Cause. 
CHICAKO, Sept. 3.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) At the World's Labor 
Congress tonight, Archbishop Ireland 
his subject being 
“The Catholic Church and the Labor 
Question.“ Among those on the plat- 
form were Samuel Gompers, president 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
“wid delegates from the Social De 
cratic Federation of Great Britain. 
The archbishop, began by saying that 
the cause of labor had been espoused 
by the Catholic Church, and added: 
“At the very foundation of the labor 
question lies the proper appreciation 
of the individual man. ‘Religion,’ says 
Leo XIII, ‘teaches the rich man and the 
employer that their work people are 
not their slaves; that they must re- 
spect in every man his dignity as a 


nothing to be ashamed of, but is an 
honorable employment, employing men 
to sustain life in an upright and cred- 
itable way, and that it is shameful 
and inhuman to treat men like chat- 
tels, to make money by or to look upon 
them merely as so much muscle or 
physical power.’ 

„Here.“ said the archbishop, is the 
whole germ of all social rights and 
duty. Labor is not and cannot be an 
article of commerce, a merchantable 
commodity. as bread or meat, entirely 
subiect to laws of demand and supply. 
Modern industrialism preserves nothing 
bevond a market in which it buys 
labor.. The very term, labor market, 
indicates the extent to which greed, 
power and self have sunk the working- 
men. Specious words are spoken to 
hide away hideous crimes against hu- 
manity. Free labor, free competition, 
freedom and contract, such are the 


maxims that men are driven to work 


with at starvation wages, and, how- 
ever low these are, the workman is 
bidden to step aside the moment that 
another human being is found to give 
cheaver rates at the sweat of his 
brow. 

“The right of each man to obtain 
from his labor sufficiency wherewith to 
live in reasonable and frugal comfort 
implies the antecedent right to an op- 
portunity to work. Society is bound to 
provide for the needy who are willing 
to labor and can find no work for this 
dutv of society is not one of charity, 
but of ſustice.“

What Congress May Be Expected 
to Do.

Congressman Fithian Looking After Ameri- 
can Registry of Vessels— Ihe Super- 
vision of Elections—Debate on 
Repeal—House Rules.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) One of the first efforts 
of the Democratic Congress will be di- 

ted to secure the repeal of the Fed- 
eral election law, under which John I. 
Davenport of New York made such a 
reputation as supervisor of election. 
Senator Hill has taken the initiative in 
the matter in the Senate, and Gen. 
Black, ex-Commissioner of Pensions, 
and now a member of Congress, has 
prepared a bill to the same purport for 
introduction into the House. Senator 
Hill has made such substantial progress 
that he has secured consideration of his 
bill by the Senate Committee on Judici- 
ary, and, a day or two ago, the meas- 
ure was ordered reported to the Senate 
with a recommendation that it pass. 

Congressman Fithian of Illinois, the 
new chairman of the Committee on 
Merchant Marine and Fisheries, has 
prepared a bill which will receive a 
favorable report from the committee, 
providing for the free admission to 
American registry of ships built in 
foreign countries. The position which 
Congressman Fithian and a majority of 
his committee will take is that it is 
folly to attempt to restore the mer- 
chant marine by government bounties, 
and the only way in which the flag of 
the United States can secure its fair 
share of the growing trade of the world 
is to admit free to American registry 
ships built in foreign countries, pro- 
vided, that any foreign vessel pur- 
chased and registered shall not be used 
and allowed to engage in the coast 
trade of the United States. 

In the Senate the entire wee ill, 
in all probability, be consumed he 
consideration of the bill for the repeal 
of the purchasing clause of the Sher- 
man act. The bill for the extension 
of the bank circulation is still on the 
calendar as regular order, but there 
can be little question that it will be 
sidetracked by its author in the inter- 
est of e repeal bill. There is noth- 
ing so evident as the purpose of the 
advocates of this measure to force the 
Senate to squarely face the one issue 
for which the session was mainly 
called, and to allow no side issue to 
divert attention from that object. This 
is understood to be the desire of the 
administration, and it is “probable that 
if any assistance is necessary in bring- 
ing the Senate to acquiesce in the pro- 
gramme of Senator Voorhees it would 
be fully given by the executive branch 
of the government. 

There is beginning to be some talk 
of a cloture, and already it is an- 
nounced that some Senators, who have 
heretofore stood out against any rule 
for the curtailment of debate in the 
Senate, are prepared, in view of the 
exigencies of the occasion, to support 
a measure of this kind. In the House, 
which does nat meet again until 
Wednesday, there is nothing promised 
this week except the continuation and 
conclusion of the debate on the rules. 


Color-blindness. 

(Lancet, London: A remarkable 
suggestion has recently been made to 
the effect that defective color sense 
may possibly be a product of civiliza- 
tion, and that the use of tobacco may 
be a factor. Much inquiry into the de- 
gree of color-blindn in different 
tribes and nations, and the quantity 
of tobacco used by them would have 
to be made before this idea could be 
regarded as established. The statis- 
tics at present in evidence can scarce- 
ly be said to afford decisive proof. 
Color-blindness has been found to oc- 


ropean and American males, and 
among 2-10 per cent. of females. The 
Finlanders and Norwegians run up as 
high as 5 per cent., while the Dutch go 
down to 1.43. Among the Arabs and 
Berbers of Algeria Dr. Favre has 
found 2.6 per cent. of, color-blindness, 
and some time ago Dr. Fox pronounced 
the American Indians afflicted to the 
extent of 1.81 per cent. A careful in- 
quiry made by Messrs. Blade and 
Franklin, of the Kansas University, 
gives far more favorable results—only 
7-10 per cent. of the full-blooded In- 
dians of the Haskell Institute at Law- 
rence being color-blind, the tribes be- 
ing principally Pawnee, Cheyenne and 
Pottawatomie.

EX-HISSION RANCHO. 


A Sample Asset of the 
City Bank 


Turned Over to the Receiver by 
A. D. Childress. 


A Land Scheme “Conceived in In- 
iquity and Born in Sin.“ 


The State Supreme Court, in a Decision on 
the Case, Characterizes Childress 
and His ex- Partners as 


Among the assets of the defunct City 
Bark, now in the receiver's hands, are 
documents pu ing to represent the 
interest of A. D. Childress in a certain 
tract of land in San Diego county 
known as the ex-Mission rancho. 
These papers were turned over to Re- 
ceiver Brodtbeck by A. D. Childress 
after the bank’s failure, and in Mr. 
Brodtbeck’s report to the court they 
are not very highly valued, the fact be- 
ing mentioned that this property is 
now, and has been for a number of 
years, in litigation. 

The history of the unsavory purchase 
of this property, and the despicable 
methods used by Childress and his co- 
conspirators to impose upon unsuspect- 
ing dupes is fully reviewed in a deci- 
sion of the State Supreme Court, filed 
March 24, 1893. This decision has just 
recently been published in California 
Reports, 97, copies of which 
have been received in this city within 
the last few weeks. 

The Supreme Court, in its findings, 
minces no words. It is not usual for 
this body to use such strong language, 
unless the case is very aggravating, 
and the fact that Childress and his 
partners in the transaction are classed 
as conspirators and fraudulent promot- 
ers is evidence of the very high opin- 
ion in which these tricky persons were 
held by the august judges. 

The cause was an action to set aside 
and annul a decree of foreclosure and 
deficiency judgment, on the ground of 
fraud, in the case of the ex-Mission 
Land and Water Company vs. H. L. 
Flash and A. D. Childress. It was first” 
tried in the San Diego Superior Court, 
before Judge Puterbaugh, who granted 
the ery. and order as requested. 
Flash and Childress carried the case to 
the Supreme Court on ap; al, and the 
higher tribunal, after fully reviewing 
the testimony, affirmed the decision of 
the lower court. 

In its resume of the evidence the Su- 
preme Court found that, in March, 1887, 
the administrator of the estate of Au- 
gustine Olvera offered for sale, at pub- 
lic auction, a certain tract of land, 
known as the ex-Mission rancho, in San 
Diego county, consisting of 4500 acres; 
pursuant to an order of the Superior 
Court of Los Angeles county, in whic 
court said estate was then being - 
ministered. 

One Charles H. Forbes requested 
Childress and Flash to join him in the 
purchase of the land, which they did, 
and, on March 19, 1887, bid in the land 
at $5.05 per acre, and paid 10 per cent. 
of the purchase money, furnished by 
Childress and Flash, amounting to 
$2272.50, it being understood that all 
three should be equally interested in 
the purchase. But, on April 15, 1887, 
the sale was confirmed by the court as 
a sale to Forbes alone, and was not re- 
28 in San Diego county until June 

In the mean time the 
promoters“ were busy hunting for 
gudgeons, but before finally making 
their ten-strike they had to resort to 
tactics, which, even in those boom 
times, were considered far.from honor- 
able. In the latter part of April, 1887, 
the three conspirators employed H. T. 
S. Wilson and N. D. Coleman to sell 
the land, and for that purpose to or- 
ganize a corporation to make the pur- 
chase from the estate of Olvera at 
$25 per acre, amounting to $112,500, for 
which, in case of such sale, Wilson and 
Coleman were to be paid a commission 
of $5 per acre (just 5 cents less than 
the property had been bought for a 
month before by the three original 
purchasers.) Wilson and Coleman were 
3 $22,500 for consummating the 
sale. 

And yet on May 8. 1887, a written 
agreement was signed between Forbes, 
Flash and Childress of the first part 
and H. T. D. Wilson, in which the 
first parties agreed to convey to WII- 
son the 4500 acres for the sum of 
$112,500, to be paid in several instal- 
ments. This agreement was prepared 
by Childress, and signed by Coleman 
for Wilson during the latter's absence. 
It was a sham, and not intended to 
be binding upon either party. Wilson 
later repudiated his signature, and 
Coleman testified under oath that Chil- 
dress asked him to sign for Wilson, 
and that he protested for the reason 
that he had no specific authority for 
doing so. Coleman also testified that 
he would not have signed Wilson’s 
name if he had not understood that it 
would not be enforced against Wilson. 
The court reasons that tnis agreement 
was evidently prepared by Chiidress for 
the purpose or concealing his interest 
as a selier to the contenipiated ccrpor- 
ation. 

To better understand the mutual re- 
lations existing between Wilson, Cole- 
man and Childress it inay be weil to 
state that the last-lamed was at that 
time the head of the Childress Safe 
Deposit Bank (the City Bank's prede- 
cessor,) and also in the insurance busi- 
ness with Coleman, under the firm 
name ot Coleman & Childress. This 
firm acted general Coast agents for 
several foreign companies, and did a 
large business. Wilson, who was ulsu 
a Texan, having come to California 
from Houston, with very little, it 
any, money, made their place his head- 
quarters, and was also interested in 
the Childress bank. There seems lit- 
tle doubt on this point, as WiIIson's 
worthless paper is in Receiver Brodt- 
beck’s hands for nearly $20,000. The 
three were at that time very intimate 
friends, socially and financially, and 
engaged in other schemes of equal and 
even greater magnitude than the one 
under recital. 

A short while after the sham sale 
to Wilson, viz., on May 20, 1887, the 
scheme to form a corporation bore 
fruit. Wilson and Coleman had been 
very busy hustling for their $5 per acre 
coramission, and on that day the first 
steps were taken toward forming the 
corporation. agreement was drawn 
to buy the 4500 acres at 325 per acre, 
and $10,000 was paid down to bind the 
trade: The balance was to be paid in 
instalments, the last one falling due 
two years from date of purchase, de- 
ferred payments to be secured by mort- 
gage on said, land, and to bear 8 per 
cent. interest per annum from date. 
The $10,000, first payment, was depos- 
ited in the Childress Safe Deposit Bank, 
in trust, until the abstract papers were 
presented. The purchasers and their 
interests, as signed to the agreement, 
were: C. E. Mackey, one-tenth; J. H. 
Outhwaite, per N. D. Coleman, one- 
tenth: A. D. Childress, two-tenths; P. 
C. Baker, one-tenth; J. W. Montgom- 
ery,‘ one-tenth; Harvey T. D. ilson, 
one-tenth: Nieholas D. Coleman, one- 
tenth: Flower, Jones & Co., one-tenth; 
and R. A. Thomas, one-twentieth. J. 
R. la Tourette, who took the remain- 
lung one-twentieth, did not sign this 
contract, but authorized Coleman to 
take that share for him, and there is 
no question that he was a party to 
the contract. Je 

Six days later, evidently at the earn- 
est request of Wilson and Coleman, 
the three ab . 7 conspirators, Forbes, 

and Childress, executed to the

selling agents an. ment im whien 
the three again obligated themselves 
to pay the promised commission of 
$22,500 to the promoters“ of the sale, 
but in instalments contingent on the 
payments to be made the proposed 
corporation. 

On the 4th day of June, 1887, the 
corporation was. organized with a cap- 
ital stock of $690,000, divided into 500 
shares, 450 ef which were subscribed 
for as follows: R. A. Thomas, 25, J. 
W. Montgomery, 50; E. Mackey, 50; 
J. H. Outhwaite, 50; P. 
A. D. @hildress, 100; N. 
50; H. T. D. Wilson, 50, and J. 
Tourette, 25. 

Before July 16, 1887,

waite, Flower, Jones & Co., and Baker 
paid to Childress, as trustee, to be ap- 


the corporation, the sum $26,700. 
Out of this money so paid to him 
Childress on that day paid to the ad- 
ministrator of the Olvera estate the 
balance of the purchase price of the 
land ($20,452.50) and caused a deed of 
the land to be executed by the admin- 
istrator to Forbes. After making this 
payment there remained in his hands 
of the dupes’ money $6247.50. Deduct- 
ing from this the 10 per cent. originally 
paid to secure the sale to the conspir- 
ators, there remained in Childress's 
hands $3975 after paying the whole 
purchase price of the land. 

On July 19 Flash and Childress en- 
tered into a written agreement recit- 
ing their several relations as above 
stated, and agreeing, among other 
things, that Childress should act as 
trustee for Flash in all matters per- 
taining to the land transactions until 
all the purchase money should be paid 
by the corporation, and Childress also 

to act as trustee_for the cor- 
poration. Thus Childress, as a sort 
of a secret-conbination-trustee, would 
be the only one who would have full 
knowledge of all the proceedings. 

In pursuance of this, Forbes, on the 
next day, conveyed the land ta Chil- 
dress as trustee for the corporation, 
and on the same day the corporation 
made its prontissory nots for the 
unpaid balance of the purchase money 
($74,000,) payable in one oud two years 
to “A. D. Childress, truss: or order,“ 
with interest at 8 per cent, per an- 
num; and to secure these notes the 
corporation on the same day executed 
a mort on the land to “A. 
Childress, trustee.““ Very slick! 

Here follows a lapse of almost tw 
years. On January 28, 1889, on his oa 
motion, Childress conveyed the legal 
title of the land to the corporation, 
and about the same time assigned the 
notes and mortgage to Flash to the 
extent of his interest in trust for him- 
self. The arfth-oonspiratoh was bes 
22 to wash his hands of the af- 
air! 

On February 18, 1889, Flash com- 
menced the action to foreclose the 
mortgage, and on April 5, 1889, a decree 
of foreclosure was entered by default 
for the sum of $88,875.61, includnig $2500 
for attorneys’ fees. 

On May 4, 1889, the mortgaged land 
was sold by the Sheriff under the de- 
cree of foreclosure, to Flash, for the 
sum of $31,500, leaving a deficiency of 
$58,126.14, for which sum a judgment 
was docketed in favor of Flash, against 
the corporation. The Sheriff executeda 
deed to Flagh November 8. 1889. 
These are the facts leading up to this 
“celebrated case.“ This is the mare's 
nest into which the speculative and dis- 
honorable methods of Childress has 
brought the City Bank. This is the 
land in which the depositors of said 
City Bank have an interest—probably 
an interest which will cost them more 
. establish than the entire land will 

er bring. 

The Supreme Court, in summarizing 
the case, starts in as follows: 

“The fraudulent acts by which the 
corporation was induced to purchase 
the land and to execute the notes and 
mortgage are substantially as follows: 
That the defendants, by their agents, 
Wilson and Coleman, for the purpose of 
inducing Mackey, Montgomery, Thomas, 
La Tourette, and Flower, Jones & Co. 
to subscribe for stock in the corpora- 
tion, represented to chem that Forbes 
and Flash held a contfatt for the pur- 
chase of the 4500 acres comprising the 
ex-Mission rancho from the estate of 
Olvera, deceased, at $25 per acre, which 
price was the lowest figures for which 
the land could be purchased; that those 
who would subscribe to the agreement 
of May 20 would get in ‘on the ground 
floor at bed-rock figures; that a cor- 
poration was to be immediately formed 
for the completion of the purchase un- 
der the said contract held by Forbes 
and Flash, and, upon the organization 
of the corporation, shares of capital 
stock would be issued to the subscribers 
in proportion to their subscription; and 
that all such representations were wil- 
fully false, except that Forbes and 
Flash held a contract for the purchase 
of the land. Childress and his co-con- 
spirators, by their agents, fraudulently 
concealed from the dupes that the con- 
tract price of the land was $5.05) per 
acre; and also concealed the fact that 
Childress was interested with Forbes 
and Flash in said contract of purchase 
from the estate of Olvera; that Forbes 
and Flash were interested with Chil- 
dress in his subscription to the agree- 
ment of May 20, and that Wilson and 
Coleman were agents of the trio to 
make the sale to the corporation, for 
which these latter were to be paid a 
commission 

“That the directors of the corpora- 
tion were five in number, and from the 
organization of the corporation, for 
over two years and until within ten 
days of the execution of the Sheriff's 
deed to Flash, consisted of Childress, 
Wilson, Coleman, Thomas and Mackey, 
and during all that perfod the corpora- 
tion was under the control of Childress, 
Wilson and Coleman, who, with notice 
to all the aforesaid fraudulent acts 
and concealments, wilfully and fraud- 
ulently permitted said judgment of 
foreclosure to be taken by default.” 

These are the words of the judges 
composing the highest court in the 
State. They were not uttered in the 
heat of passion, but after serioys study 
and calm premeditation of the facts 
presented to them. Is it any wonder 
that with such a “conspirator’’ and 
wild speculator at its head as presi- 
dent the City Bank finally fell to the 
ground? It could not have been other- 
wise.

The Chronicle of Sunday printed this 
interesting bit of information: 
“Among the employees of Wells, 
Fargo & Co.’s express a feeling of 
great apprehension exists. No man 
can tell what the next month may 
bring forth in the way of further sus- 
pensions and reductions of salaries. 
Few of them believe that the company 
proposes to stop with the . discharges 
and reductions, the story. of which the 
Examiner has already published. A 
few days ago a committee of clerks 
waited upon Assistant Manager Cooper 
and asked if any further changes 
were contemplated. He told them he 
could give no authoritative answer, 
but that further changes were within 
the range of probabilities. They then 
asked that as a matter of convenience 
to themselves, and in order that they 
might provide themselves with other 
means of livelihood, they be given a 
month’s warning when their services 
were to be dispensed with. The assist- 
ant manager stated that while nosuch 
agreement could be entered into, the 
company would put the employees to 
as little inconvenience as possible. 
The reason vouchsafed to the clerks 
by Auditor Bunnell for the dismissals 
and reductions was hard times. The 
prevailing distress all over the nation, 
he informed them, had so injured the 
corporation’s business that it was ab- 
solutely necessary to practice the most 
rigid economy. Notwithstanding this 
reason of the auditor’s, the employees 
are of the opinion that the real cause 
for the economy is the fact that the 
corporation has had two fights on its 
hands lately that cost a pile of money. 
their old opponent, the Adams Ex- 
press Company. gave them the trouble. 
It is not generally known that the 
Adams Company has been for years 
trying to effect an entrance into San 
Francisco, but such is the fact. The 
main reason for this desire is that 
they do not care to divide with Wells, 
Fargo & Co. the profit of delivering 
express matter across the continent. 
There is omfly one thing that prevents 
their coming into this city and giving 
battle to the local company. They 
have not the monopoly on Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fe Railroad. 
If the Adams Company could have se- 
cured the contract over that line they 
would have a through route from the 
East to Los Angeles, and from there 
be’ an easy matter to enter 
San Francisco by sea. The contract 
between Wells, Fargo & Co. and the 
Atchison road expired last fall, and 
the rival companies locked horns over 
securing the prize for the ensuing five 


years. 
Just what offers the co 

for the contract is a . en 
to become public, but it is true that 
each offer of one company would be 
raised by the other at the rate of $5000 
per raise. In addition to the cash in- 
ducements, all sorts of bids in the way 
of business advantages were made, and 
each company brought the most power- 
ful influences to bear on the railroad. 
The Atchinson gave a willing ear to 
the affairs of the Adams company. It 
is said that Wells, Fargo & Co. were 


_ compelled to offer $50,000 per year more 


than they originally offered before the 
Atchison would sign with them. The 
California corporation had more to gain 
by holding on to their monopoly than 
securing the advantage was worth to 
the Adams company, so the latter cor- 
poration finally dropped out of the fight, 
and Wells, Fargo & Co. secured the con- 
tract, which will not expire until 
August, 1897. The contract, however, 
cost Wells, Fargo & Co. about $50,000 
per year more than before the Adams 
fought them, and this is thought by 
the clerks to be one of the reasons why 
running expenses are being pared down. 
Another reason is that they have lost 
the contract over the Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quincy Railroad. Through 
»ther connections, the loss of this road 
has not disturbed their through line to 
New York. They still move ex 
matter across the continent without 
dividing with any other company, but 
‘he loss of the local business over the 
Burlington was a severe blow.

The members of the City Council 
and the park commissioners are to 
meet at 9 a’clock this morning for the 
purpose of conferring as to the advis- 
ability of voting bonds for park im- 
provements.

Commissioner John Cross advocates- 


the plan of voting bonds to the amount 
of $100,000, and expending the money 
thus raised in making improvements in 
the parks. 

He contends that there is at present 
an element which may prove a danger- 
ous one unless work be furnished for 
the unemployed. 

Two of the other members of the 
commission are, in the main, in sym- 
pathy with the plan of Commissioner 
Cross, although they have somewhat 
different ideas as to details. ommis- 
sioner Hubbell, the fourth member, has 
been out of town for some days. 

Commissioner Cross’s plan is, to a 
large extent, the same as that advo- 
cated in an editorial in last Saturday’s 
Times. 

It is expected that the City Council 
will, at today’s meeting, take some ac- 
tion tending to give work to the un- 
employed. After consulting with the 
members of the Park Commission it 
is thought that some steps will be ta- 
ken tending toward the relieving of 
the present situation. . 

A communication from a number of 
men out of work was last week re- 
ferred to the Board of blic Works, 
and that body 1 perha present a 
supplemental re on the same to- 
dav 


Among the other. matters to come 
before the Council is the report of the 
Board of Public orks, recommend- 
ing that the Street ‘Superintendent 
road up Figueroa street south of Jef- 
ferson street, and remove the earth 
for a distance of 300 feet south so as 
to place the street on grade for the 
purpose of carrying away the storm 
water which backs up at that point. 

Another plan for disposing of this 
storm water it to tap the Arroyo de 
Los Reyes at Fifth street, and conduct 
the water from that point to the west 
city line. 

The matter of the connecting of the 
Figueroa street sewer with the central 
intercepting sewer was at a recent 
meeting referred to the Sewer Commit- 
tee, and it will be in order for that 
body to report on the same today. 

The matter of grading Union ave- 
nue, between Seventh and Orange 
streets, was last week referred to the 
City Attorney, who may report on the 
same today. The proposed opening of 
Bellevue was laid over till today. 

It will be in order for a report to be 
presented by the Finance Committee 
on the petition of J. Bell ‘referred to it 
last week. The petition in question 
asks that the license ordinance be 
amended so as to provide that the 
price for a license for selling goods 
by sample or order shall be the same 
as for general merchandise, according 
to the monthly sales. 

There is on file for presentation the 
petition from property-owners on Los 
Angeles street, asking that the im- 
moral houses shall be removed.

The Florida Mango. 

PALM SPRINGS, Aug. 22.--(To the 
Editor of The Times.) In your issue of 
August 18, you quote from the Florida 
Horticulturist, in which paper a sapient 
writer speaking of the mango says: 
Very few Floridians, who have tasted 
the ‘things,’ care to know much 
more about them.“ The writer shows 
so great an ignorance ot this fruit that 
it seems a pity so great a paper 
as the Florida Horticulturist should 
give him an opportunity of airing bis ig- 
norance. A man should at least try and 
learn about a fruit before he condemns 
it. Ifthe writer had seen a mango in 
its native country, he would have ex- 
claimed, Here is the only fruit worth 
eating.“ The Bombay mango is 
perb fruit, so superb, indeed, that the 
Duke of Northumberland had special 
greenhouses built so as to permit the 
growth of this grandtree, the mango. 
(I think I have before said this in your 
columns.) If eaten from trees grown 
in Central America is indeed a worth- 
less, miserable fruit, but the Bombay 


the most delicious quality. 

The Florida papers and horticultur- 
ists advertise for sale mangos. Let me 
say right here that for unparalleled 
effrontery and audacious ignorance the 
Florida horticulturist has not his equal, 
We have some splendid specimens in 
California, but the gentle Floridian has 
not his equal in any part of 
the known world. A glance at 
their catalogue will give any man, 
with never so slight an acquain- 
tance of horticultural matters, this 
opinion. The most absurd information 
is imparted about Indian fruits. Now, 
for example, the mangoand the guava 
attain their highest perfection in a hot 
and dry climate, and do not 
succeed in a humid one. The mango 
and the guava cannot succeed in Flor- 
ida—unless the weather reports fur- 
nished by the United States govern- 
ment are incorrect. Florida is gener- 
ous in giving information, and I am 
ready to reciprocate. She could grow 
to perfection an inferior quaiity of 
banana, called the plantain, and in- 
stead of trying to raise what nature 
never intended her to raise, she should 
stick tosome humble fruit and vegeta- 
bles, it might prove more profitable. 

The Florida horticulturists liberally 
advertise mango trees. I here take 
the opportunity of saying that I firmly 
believe there is not a Bombay mango in 
that State. For three years I have 
been trying to secure from India the 
seed of the Bombay mango, but they 
germinate quickly and are therefore 
spoiled. Now, the mango which the 
Floridians advertise is the common 
county mango, which nodody in India 
thinks of eating. The Bombay mango, 
if properly cultivated and marketed, 
would find a favor with the public 
which would make pale the fame af the 
orange.

A Good Example. 

In these days of general business de- 
pression, when all classes are feeling 
the stress of hard times; when the 
capitalist, no less than the working- 
man, is suffering from the monetary 
famine, it is pleasant to note the good 
sense shown and the considerate ac- 
tion taken a few days since at a meet- 
ing of miners held at Shawnee, O.—u 
meeting representing at least 60,000 
men. 

On account of the universal strin- 
gency in the money market, the opera- 
tors of the mines have experienced. 
much trouble in making their sem!- 
monthly payments, and, as a result, 
there has been much ill-feeling on the 
part of those employed by them. But 
in this great assemblage of miners, un- 
disturbed by the professional 
agitator, who works only with his jaws, 

the men rose manfully to meet the 
exegencies of the situation, and the 
resolutions adopted by the miners au- 
thorize the men to make the best 
possible terms with the operators as to 
payments now due, and to resume work 
immediately, trusting in the fairness and 
justice of the mine-owners for a satis- 
factory settlement of the matters that 
have for several weeks divided them.“ 

It is now expected that the thou- 
sands of men employed in the Hocking 
Valley regions will return to their work 
in the mines, and that the operators 
will meet them in the same spirit of 
friendliness, each party exercising due 
~~forbearance until the financial depres- 
sion has been relieved, and the pos- 
sibility of prompt payment becomes 
easier 
With such honorable adjustment of 
affairs between employers and em- 
ployees, no further trouble is appre- 
hended in that region. The danger of 
resort to un-American methods 1s 
averted, and labor is not forced to be 
idle or to confront the ills arising from 
the lack of employment, and the mine- 
owners are saved from the ruin which 
might result from the shutting down 
of their mines. 

There is a wide difference between the 
profesional labor leader and the 
honest workingman, and it is largely 
to the former that the labor troubles 
and agitations in this country may be 
traced. Unwilling to labor himself, 
yet hating capital for the success it 
has jwon—success the labor agitator is 
illy competent to win for himself—his 
first effort is to create a feeling of dis- 
satisfaction among the real working- 
men, and as a self-elected leader in- 
duce them to indulge in violent out- 
breaks such as work only to their injury 


through antagonizing capital. Men 
only e by such disturbances, be- 
cause. drive sympathy from them- 
selves by@riolence. 

This is ountry of law and order. 
That is the watchword of this free 


republic. Anarchy has not secured a 
sure foothold upon this soil. It is 
reference for law, for the constitued 
authority of the land, that has made 
us what we are, a great and prosper- 
ous and wealthy people, our flag re- 
spected upon every sea and in every 
land. It is because that before the law 
all are equal, that every man living 
within the law is safe and all of his 
interests are protected. It is because 
that here in America every citizen is a 
sovereign, that we look fér wise meas- 
ures such as shall protect every man 
in his rights. A man’s vote is like an 
invincible sword, to be used for his 
protection if he but casts it wisely, and 
it is his surest protection. Through 
it he can rigft his wrongs when other 
methods would fail him. With such a 
weapon in his hand the American 
laborer need never resort to violence. 
Such resort is the height of unwisdom 
and folly. 


The Deadly Cigarette. 

Whatever may be the variance of 
opinion in regard to smoking in gen- 
. eral, there is scarcely any question as 
to the pernicious effects of cigarette 
smoking. It is difficult to find any- 
body who defends the habit, except- 
ing, of course, the cigarette manufac- 
turers. The ent committal to the 
insane asylum of a talented Oakland 
artist, whose mania was produced by 
e ve cigarette. smoking, has at- 
tracted renewed attention to this Vice, 
Which is so prevalent on_the Pacific 
Const. Statistics show that San Fran- 
cisco ranks third on the list of cities 
in the United States in the consump- 
tion of cigarettes. Investigation has 
shown that the habit is not confined to 
men and boys, but is spreading among 
the girls. With boys of.a certain 
class, from 10 to 15 years of age, the 
Practice is almost universal in our 
large cities. The case above referred 
to is only one of many which have 
been brayght to light during the past 
few years, in which the victim. has 
been ruined by this pernicious habit. 
“A San Francisco physician makes 
the following statement on the sub- 
ject, which ought to furnish food for 


reflection on part of those who are 


addicted to cigarette smoking: 


“The man that smokes 100 cigarettes | 


a day, inhaling them, takes 120 grains 

of opium. If he smokes fifty cigar- 

Mies a day he takes sixty grains of 

opium. There is no question about it. 

Analysis has proved it. In addition to 

the poison of the nicotine, he takes in 

cigarette the deadly narcotic 
opium. No cigarette that I. have ever 

heard of is free m opium. That is 

where the soothing effect fram the 
comes in. Beyond question, 

bey that smokes cigarettes stunts

his growth, wrecks his nerves, weak- 
ens his heart and kidneys long before 
he reaches manhood, and if he doesn’t 
pay the penalty in a madhouse, he 
pays it in days and nights of suffering, 
and an early death. The danger of 
cigarettes cannot be overestimated, es- 
pecially to the youth.” 


It has been shown by recent investi- 
gations made in Paris that boys who 
use cigarettes have less brain power 
than others. In many States laws 
have been made against the use of cig- 
arettes by boys.and children. Unless 
such laws are made general, and 
strictly enforced, we may expect to see 
a terrible falling off in the stamina 


and virility of the coming generation, 
for the effects of this habit ara trans- 
mitted with unerring certain to the 


offspring of the cigarette smoker. 


Attention is called by those who 
favor the establishment of government 
savings banks to the fact that, _be- 
sides giving the absolute security of 
the government to depositors, the En- 
glish postoffice savings banks do a 
considerable service to employers and 
work people by issuing postal notes 
for small sums from one shilling up- 
ward. The lowest charge for these 
notes is a half penny (one cent,) but 
a note for a sovereign costs only three 
cents. Such notes pass from hand to 
hand as currency and are used to pay 
wages or to make small payments by 
post or by hand to tradesmen. They 
are understood to run three months, 
but by putting a stamp on they are 
practically good for any time. Bank 
notes below $25 are not issued in En- 
gland, but $5 notes are issued in Scot- 
land and Ireland. Postal notes are 
now commonly accepted abroad. 


Next year will witness a horticur- 
tural fair in St. Petersburg, Russia, 
whith will doubtless be a surprise to 
American eyes. So vast is this great 
empire over which the Czar ‘holds 
sway that the fruits of all zones may 
be found within it. Russia is by no 
means a frozen chime, for the breath 
of the tropics is blown across its 
southern borders, and in portions of 
it the fruits of the temperate zone 
abound. Russia is also regarded by 
many as a posible strong rival of this 
country in wheat growing, possessing 
as she does some of the finest wheat 
lands in the world, which have never 
yet been tickled: by the plough. Give 
to her modern implements for agri- 
culture, and railroads for the trans- 
portation of crops, and she would 
quickly leap into the foreground of 
productive wealth. 


It has been estimated that W. K. 
Vanderbilt’s British-built steam yacht 
Valiant represents the income of 8000 
farmers and their families during the 
whole season, and that the construc- 
tion of the vessel required the labor 
of at least one thousand mechanics 
for a year, which money, put to circu- 
lation among our own workmen, would 
have been a most welcome relief dur- 
ing these hard times. The well known 
motto of the Vanderbilt family pre- 
cludes the idea that such thoughts as 
these could have any influence on 
the mind of the owner of this floating 
palace, which, by the way, flew the 
British flag when she sailed into New 
York Harbor recently with her An- 
glo-American owner. 


The sensational case of Dr. T. 
Thatcher Graves, who was charged 
with murdering a wealthy Providence 
widow, by sending to her at Denver a 
bottle of poisoned liquor, in order that 
he might secure her estate, has ended 
with the death of the convicted man 
in his cell. All indications point to 
self-destruction, though Graves’s attor- 
ney claims that the doctor died of a 
broken heart. 


In commenting upon the proposed 
Midwinter Fair in this State, the Phil-. 
adelphia Record very justly savs: “In 
extent and in natural wealth the great 
Pacific State constitutes an empire in 
itself. The contemplated. display will 
give an opportunity to the world to 
gain some appreciable idea cf the di- 
versity of her productions.”

Carrying Coals to New Castle. 

LOS ANGELES, Sept. 2.—(To the Editor 
of the Times.) Some men are always be- 
hind the times. I never saw a better ex- 
ample than that at the World's Fair lecture 
with stereopticon illustrations by Rev. A. 
W. Rider, at the First Presbyterian Church 
on Friday night last. The reverend gen. 
tleman went intoan elaborate description 
of Hoe’s perfecting printing press, which he 
saw at the exposition in Chicago.“ 


He did not seem to know that within 
less than two hundred yards of 
where he stood was one of these 


Hoe presses, the Columbia,“ performing 
in the Los Angeles Times office all the mar. 
vels that he saw at Chicago, and 
attempted with a small modicum 
of success to describe in the First 
Presbyterian Church. The authentic 
description of that press given re- 
cently (July 2, 1893.) in the columns of 
The Times, was far more satisfactory 
and far surpassed any attempted descrip- 
tion of Rev. Mr. Rider. Butthesight of that 
press throwing off, with lightening speed, 
eight, ten twelve, or sixteen- page copies of 
The Times, printed, cut, folded, pasted and 
counted, beats any description by tongue 
or pen, or, I may add by print, well as it 
was done in the Times. I advise Mr. Rider 
to post himself up in things at home, which 
rhe can do very easily by going tothe Times 
office and seeing a Hoe press more recent 
than that at Chicago. 

His lecture, illustrated by stereopticon 
views, of which the Times gave a more than 
generous notice, can be greatly improved 
if he would throw completely aside his 
notes, especially bis moralizing at the 
opeging, on why 1893 is such a great year, 
or that quatro-centennial of the discovery 
of America, etc. Every school boy knows 
that, and when that school boy, and every 
grown-up school boy, goes to hear 4 lec.

Solemn‘ and Impressive Services 
at the Cathedral.

Public Veneration. 


An Earnest and Devont Sermon by Rev. 
William Louis Dye, Sécretary of 
the Bishop—Services at 
Other Churches.

Vvesterday's services at the Cathedral 
were among the most impressive of the 
year, it being the feast of St. Vibiana, 
a feast commemorated during eight 
days, and a patronal festival of the dio- 
cese which includes the southern half 
of California. The Cathedral was 
densely thronged in every part. 

The officilants at solemn mass were 

Rev. Joseph Doyle, celebrant; Rev. M. 
McAuliffe, deacon; Rev. Emile Cote, 
sub-deacon; Messrs. Philip le Sage and 
Frederic Riordan, masters of ceremon- 
ies. The musical programme included 
La Hache’s ‘‘Missa pro Pace, which was 
admirably rendered by the Cathedral 
choir, augmented kor the occasion by 
the addition of a number of accom- 
plished vocalists. 
During services, the repository over 
the high altar was open, and within 
could be seen the body of St. Vibiana, 
enclosed in its gold and crystal sarco- 
phagus and surrbunded by countless 
wax lights casting a rosy glow about 
the martyr's régting+place. The floral 
decorations of the tomb consisted solely 
of crimson roses and white lilies, typify- 
ing the martyr's ‘sacrifice and the 
mene purity.

We celebrate a festival instituted with 
the express ‘authorization of the 
church’s sovereign head on earth, and 
having for its object the honor of our 
patroness, the spotless virgin, the vali- 
ant martyr, Vibiana, 

In speaking of today's celebration, we 
are confronted at the outset by a ques- 
tion which should. be answered. We 
find ourselves in à cathedral conse- 
crated to God under ‘the invocation of 
St. Vibiana: We see her mortal re- 
mains exposed here to public venera- 
tion. We find her emblems in our 
bishop’s coat-of- arms. What is the pur- 
port of these and sd many other marks 
of reverence aceorded to a maiden mur- 
dered for the faith of Christ so many 
centuries ago? 4 

In order to answer this question, we 
must indulge in a brief hisiorical retro- 
spect. We know, in the first place, how 
great is the honor paid by the church 
to the relics of saints. The vast major- 
ity of these blessed ones have left their 
bodies to repose, unhonored and unrec- 
ognized by man, in the gile t from. 
which they Sprung wever,. 
of these sacred remain habe been re- 
covered, and when properly. authenti- 
cated are rded 2 olics as 
treasures, precious beyond all human 
computation. Such is the prize which 

In the month of Déeember, in the 
year 1853, Pope Pius , of glorious 
memory, ordered certain’ excavations to 
be made in an unexplored portion of 
the catacombs of St. tut; the Ap- 
pian Way in Rome. He K Was en- 
trusted to the Commission ot Sacred 
Archeology, a body instituted by His 
Holiness for the preservation of the 
ancient Christian cemeteries. Ground 
was first broken ata point about a mile 
beyond the gate of St. Sébdstian, and at 
length an entrance walt 4 ted into 
one of the many tunnel ef the under- 
ground city of the dead. Here many 
precious monuments of Christian an- 
tiquity were discovered, but so corroded 
by the ‘apse of centuries as to require 
the most careful handling. On pene- 
trating farther into the silent passage, 
untrodden for over a thousand years 
by any human foot, flasks blood in 
a congealed state, and other emblems 
of martyrdom were encountered. Con- 
tinuing their search, the explorers came 
across a tomb closed by a marble slab, 
bearing a Latin inscription, which, 
translated into English, reads as fol- 
lows: To the innocent and pure soul 
of Vibiana.”’ A little lower down on 
the same slab were the words: 
posited in peace on the first of the 
Kalends of September,“ the year not 
being given.. The insc - terminated 
with a garland of palm branches 
roughly chiseled in the stone. The 
members of the commission and other 
responsible persons were, immediately 
summoned, and in presence the 
tomb was carefully and reverently 
opened. Within was found the body of 
a young girl, near the ‘of which 
was a crystal vase of d blood, which 
still preserved a rosy ue, and which; 
with the chiseled palm’ proved that 
the grave was that f “a Christian 
martyr. 

The case was referred without de- 
lay to the proper authorities, and a 
searching investigation ‘was instituted 
into all of its attendant circumstances. 
Historians, anatomists, antiquarians 
and others competent to speak on the 
matter at issue, were eonsultéed, and 
their conclusions cdaréfully weighed 
and compared. At length; in the fol- 
lowing year, the final decisian was ren- 
dered, and the body of St. Vibiana, vir- 
gin and martyr, was solemnly exposed 
to public veneration, . 

The discovery was an occasion of the 
most enthusiastic devotion in the Eter- 
nal City. Thousands flecked to honor 
the remains of the “mew. saint,” as 
they called her, though it is supposed 
that she suffered during the third cen- 
tury. A number of bishops and heads 
of religious bodies made strenuous ef- 
forts to obtain possession.of the sa- 
cred treasure for their churches and 
cathedrals, and they all fajled; until a 
newly consecrated bishop, Thaddeus 
Amat, of blessed memory, sought and 
won the prize, and won it for us. 

With reverent care the saered body 
of our saint was brought to Califor- 
nia,’ and, on the completion of this 
cathedral, was here. enshrined. By 
authority of the Holy See, St. Vibiana 
was proclaimed principal patroness of 
this diocese, and a festival instituted 
to be perpetually observed “in her 
honor. 

Here we have a sketch, substanti-. 
ally accurate, though more or less in- 
complete, of the events which led to 
the adoption of St. Viblana as our pa- 
troness. Since we are Christians, can 
we fail-to recognize in the chain of 
these events the unerring finger of di- 
vine Providence? A.Christian maiden 
seals her faith with her young’ blood 
Her body is consigned to an’ under- 
ground tomb, and, in @ few years, 
her very name is forgotten. At last, 
after the flight of: fifteen centuries, 
after the rise and fall of kingdoms and 
empires; yes, nearly four hundred years 
after the discovery this new world, 
in which we first saw the light, her 
name resounds in this fair land, her 
mortal part rests in our midst, her 
spirit intercedes for us. It is hard, 
indeed. to resist the conclusion that, 
by a special dispensation of Provi- 
dence, St. Vibiana has been constituted 
our advocate before the throne of

ST. JOHN'S EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 

At St. John's Episcopal Church the 
rector, Rev. B. W. R. Tayler, preached 
yesterday morning from Acts i, 8, And 
ye shall be witnesses unto me.” A 
witness is one who gives testimony 
regarding certain things which he has 
heard or seen. In a court of law he 
is compelled to tell the truth, the 
whole truth and nothing but the truth. 
One who gives false testimony know- 
ingly is one of t most detestable of 
creatures. The word ‘“‘witnéss’’ has a 
singular importance attached to it in 
holy writ. We read of the witnets 
of the spirit,“ denoting the operatj>n 
of the holy spirit upon the individual 
soul. Christ is called the faithful and 
true witness.”’ 
othy in his second letter: ‘‘The things 
that thou hast heard of me among 
many witnesses, the same commit thou 
to faithful men who shall be able to 
teach others also.“ Christian doctrine 
or Christian theology is a truth re- 
vealed to the apostles by Jesus Christ 
Himself, and by these apostles trans- 
mitted to others. This revelation was 


God's own truth, and Christ was its 


faithful and true witness. This Chris- 
tian faith was as St. Jude ites, ‘‘de- 
livered once for all (apax) ‘unto the 
saints.“ There was to be no further 
revelation of the faith; it was final. 
When Calvin, or Swedenborg, or 
Joseph Smith, or William Eddy, or any 
other individual pretends to have re. 
ceived a new and special revelation 
which is supposed to supersede the old 
they overlook the fact of the finality 
of Christian doctrine being deposited 
with the church by Christ. It has been 
the constant endeavor of the church 
to guard this deposit unaltered and 
unimpaired. She has fought with a 
tenacity of purpose every effort niade 
by the Roman Church to add to that 
deposit, and she has equally fought 
Protestantism for trying to take away 
from it. At the risk of being taunted 
by them she still adheres to the faith 
once for all delivered to the saints. 

This original deposit of the faith is 
not a system of tedious complexity. 
Its simplicity is its most marked ch@- 
acteristic. The elaborate and multi- 
plex systems of Calvinism, Zwinghan- 
ism, Ultramontanism—these products 
of reformation times were all gross 
perversions of that faith. They were 
hair-splitting and metaphysical subtle- 
ties introduced, whereas the faith was 
extremely simple. Most of the contro- 
versies which then raged were mere 
human opinions, human speculations 
and ingenuities, and not God’s revealed 
truth. There are mysteries which the 
human intellect can never comprehend, 
and which are embodied in the 
church’s creed. They are revealed as 
truths, but we can never unravel 
them, and we vainly speculate. Note 
how at the early councils of the church 
heresies were condemned. The assem- 
bled bishops gave utterance not to 
their own speculations, but to the 
truth as they had received it. They 
were simply witnesses to its truth. 
Heresy was condemned because it was 
not in line with the rule: Quod sem- 
per, ubique, et ab omnibus creditum est, 
(That which always, everywhere and 
by all was believed.) Popular theology, 
so-called, ignores this fact. The popu- 
lar voice clamors for something new, 
fresh and startling, and many minis- 
ters forget that they should be wit- 
nesses, and pander to the popular cry. 
Popularity is a great temptation to the 
average minister. Large congregations, 
a full treasury, loud praises, all com- 
bine to tempt the average minister 
from standing in his pulpit and bear- 
ing witness to the faith once for all 
delivered to the saints. This tempta- 
tion blights his most zealous labors 
and renders impotent the most ener- 
getic endeavors; it builds up a large 
congregation of man-hearers, but not of 
God-worshipers. Shame to the watch- 
men on the walls of Zion, who ob- 
secure the divine revelation of which 
they are witnesses for the sake of pop- 
ularity! 

There is many a man today who is 
willing to take his stand in some scli- 
tary outpost of civilization, never hop- 
ing for or expecting temporal idvance- 
ment, who is bravely in the field as a 
veritable witness for Christ. Men who 
in spite of financial crises, which mean 
reduced salaries, are nobly holding up 
the banner of the cross on the out- 
skirts of the mission field. It is your 
duty, and your privilege as churchmen, 

ors of a noble and glorious 
heritage of faithful witnessing, to sus- 
tain these men in their solitacy out- 
posts. A soldier was once asked after 
he had been relieved from picket duty: 
Didn't you feel lonely? Were you not 
afraid?“ His reply was: Afraid, no!

Lonely, no! for God was with 
me.“ As our brave picket sentinels feel 
that God is with them, let us by our 
care for their needs assure them that 
the whole church is back of them.

TO PRESERVE CUT FLOWERS. 


The Art of Keeping Blossoms Fresh for a 
| Lengthened Time. 

(Garden and Forest:) In the hot, dry 
days of summer one often finds the 
flowers in vases, although freshly gath- 
ered, in a drooping condition, the re- 
sult, it may be, of plucking them at the 
wrong hour or improper attention after- 
ward. They who would keep their 
bouquets bright and vivid throughout 
the day should rise betimes, for there is 
no freshener like the dew of the morn- 
ing, whether for blossom or complexion. 
Poppies, fleeting and frail, if plucked 
before the sun has dried the dewdrops 
at their hearts, and quickly placed in 


without falling, and the same is true of 
other tender garden’ flowers. Should 
the basket of cut flowers show signs of 
drooping, dip the bunch head down- 
ward into the water and give it a 
gentle shake. This is very efficacious 
in reviving flowering shrubs brought 
from. a distance when they become 
wilted before reaching home. 

The Japanese have made a special 
study of this branch of the art of 
flower arrangement, and have special 
rules for ‘different plants. If the wis- 
taria is to be used in decoration, its cut 
tem is burned and then immersed in 
spirits. The hydrangea and the lespe- 
deza should also have the cut ends 
burnt to charcoal before immersing in 
water. All flowers which suck up 
water with difficulty are improved in 
vitality by treating the end of their 
stems with fire or hot water. Land 
plants derive Wenefit from burning, but 
water plants require boiling water. 

When the Japanese use the bamboo 
in decoration, which is their frequent 
custom, they cut it at a very early 
hour, 2 o’clock in the morning, and re- 
moye the bottom division or knot, leav- 
ing the upper division untouched. They 
then fill the tube with fifty-eight grains 
of cloves stewed in hot water, and seal 
up the bottom. It is then laid horizont- 
tally, until the liquor inclosed is cool, 
after which it is ready for use. When 
the colored maple is employed, the 
leaves are immersed in water for an 
hour before using. The very dark red 
ones are particularly hard to preserve, 
but the lighter ones are more enduring. 
The willow has its cut stems spliced off 
and then bound up with a drug they 
call senkin, the branch afterw being 
left in water over night. 

The morning glory, of which the Jap- 
anese make great use, is carefully cut 
in the evening after the flowers are 
tightly closed. The sleeping buds are 
then gently wrapped in soft paper by 
their dextrous fingers, and this is not 
remov until the following morning, 
when the arrangement is made. Be- 
gonia evansiana should be cut early in 
the morning, the buds removed with a 
sharp kfilfe, and the whole immersed in 
water. before arranging. Monochoria 
vaginalis, when cut, should have about 
one inch of the end immersed in hot 
water until the color changes, and it 
must thén be dipped deeply in cold 
water, after which it is ready. The 
same treatment is applied to Senecio 
Kaempfert. 

The prickly poppy (Argemone Mexi- 
cana). is treated by having its stem 
tightly tied around with soaked paper 
at a point of five or six inches above 
the cut end. The end should then be 
burnt with a flame, after which the 
paper is removed and the flower is 
ready to use. The yellow water lily 
(Nuphar Japonicum) should be selected 
from a shallow spot and cut during the 
heat of the day. A liquid composed of 
cloves boiled in tea should be blown 
into the cut stem, and thus the vitality 
of the flower is prolonged. Whether 
this treatment is also desirable for the 
white pond lily, Mr. Conder, who is my 
authority for Japanese practices, does 
not state, but it would be worth while 
to experiment if thereby this lovely 
flower could be longer retained in per- 
fection. 

The great Japanese irises, if cut while 
in bud; will open freely in water, and 
last longer than if allowed to open out 
of doors, where the sun promptly wilts 
their beautiful blossoms and curls the 
tender petals almost before they have 
expanded. Nasturtiums, too, stiffer 
from being gathered when the sunligat 
is hot upon them, but in the early 
morning, with the dew still damp upon 
their leaves, they can be found nestling 
in the shadow with half-open heads, 
just in the right condition for our vases. 
The fragile heliotrops plucked at this 
hour will retain its freshness, whereas, 
if culled when the sun lies flerce upon 
it, will droop and turn black in the 
shadiest parlor. 

Flowers and plants wilt rp 
water is transpired by leaves and petair 
more rapidly 2 it ~ taken up 
t ugh the stem. n a dry. 
ee and flowers will wilt on the 
plant. Even when not actually wilted, 
they may contain barely enough moist- 
ure enough to hold them in shape, and 
when cut under these circumstances, 
they wither at once unless they are put 
into water instantly, when they often 
bedome more plump than they were be- 
fore cutting. The stems of pvilants, when 
cut, begin immediately to change struc- 
ture and form a callous at the wound. 
which interferes with the absorption of 
fluids. It is advisable, therefore, to 
cut the stems off a second time while 
under water, so that all the channels 
through which water rises may be 
without any obstruction. As there are 
. plants, some of these odd Jap- 
anese practices may have some value. 
At least, they are worth trying.

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ARIZONA NEWS. 


ne Territory Suffering Under 


the Silver Depression. 


Vhere the Chi'dren are Silver Agitators— 
How Some Young Farmers Bucxed 
the Tiger - Fair Exhibit 
Unsatistactory.

PHOENIX. Sept. 2.—The silver’ de- 
pression has become something that 


is fearfully felt in Arizona. In general 
Uttle is hoped from the present Con- 


gress by the silver students of Ari- 
zona—and there are thousands of 
them. When the news of the vote of 
the House came a few days ago, it 
was not received with welcome. Tomb- 
stone depends for its support on low 
grade silver mines. At that town one- 
half of the citizens took it out in 
© the other half took it 


philosophically. Women and children 


had anxious expressions on their faces, 
as the Stoppage of silver mining means 
the confiscation of their homes. The 
town is more than quiet at present. 
In Tucson plenty of idle men, mostly 
miners thrown out of employment by 
the low price of silver, are about the 
streets. Unless Congress revives the 
silver industry by enacting a good sil- 


ver law. there will be much suffering 


and hardship among these naturally 
industrious people. Mohave county has 


the best mines in the Southwest, and 


nearly évery one of its mines is idle. 
The cause of this enforced idleness is 
directly attributable to the govern- 
ment policy. Ex-Gov. Murphy, in 
Washington, said recently: The peo- 
ple of Arizona are in favor of bimetal-. 
lism and the extended coinage of sil- 
ver. exactly upon what basis I am un- 
able to say. but they want more silver 
as monev. and are determined to have 
it. Thev are, wndoubtedly, in favor of 
the repeal of the Sherman law, prin- 
cipally for the reason that they hope 
for better legislation for the silver in- 
terests. Unconditional repeal, how- 
ever. would receive little favor in Ari- 
zona. 

STRANGE FATE OF TWO COWS.

is grammar but the official recognition 
of custom with regard to speech? 

Yet in all this we give strong grounds 
for disciples of phonography to base 
their arguments upon.

MENLO PARK (Cal.,) Aug. 30.—Who- 
ever visits Menlo Park for the first 
time and expects to find a town there 
will be grievously disappointed. Not 
even a fairly good hotel will be en- 
countered. But if he looks for one of 
Nature’s grandest gardens, if he an- 
ticipates a view of lovely homes and 
magnificent grounds, of flowers and 
shrubs and fruits, he is more than 
likely to come away fully persuaded 
that here lies an ideal townsite, and that 
the many multi-millionaires who have 
selected this place, some thirty miles 
from San Francisco, as the place of all 
places for their permanent residences, 
were both wise and fortunate.

The Advantages of a Fruit- 
‘ growers’ Association. 


** 


Happenings of a Quiet Sunday Many People 
Out of Town—An Alarm of Flre— 
Personal. Notes and 5 
Brevit ies. 


A recent visitor to Pasadena, who 
always been closely identified with 
— fruit interests of the State, but who 
dsires that his name be — from 
public notice for sundry spoke 
to the reporter a few days ago urging 
the importance of the fruit-growers 
at once organizing into co-operative 
district associations as contemplated. 
“Up in Santa Clara county, where I 
have been recently,“ said the gentle- 
man, a country fruit exchange has 
been organized_and is operating most 
successfully. Indeed, so great has the 


~— guecess of this method of operation 
already become, that the officers are 


beseiged with applications, personal 
and written, from orchardists all over 
the State, asking for information as 
to the methods employed. The ex- 
change has built .an immensa new 
warehouse. Its membership list in- 
cludes over six hundred fruit-growers, 
and before & is a year older it will 
practically ifyclude every grower in the 
county.“ 

The gentleman then showed the re- 
porter the following statement of the 
manager of the exchange, setting forth 
the obtained there and else- 
where for fruit: 

“The present price for prupes whieh 
are not yet dried, is 5 cents per pound 
on the cars, for the four sizes, which 
fis-equivalent to about 5% cents for 
most of the orchards in this valley, 
which are likely to average sixties or 
seventies. The orchards of green 
prunes averaging sixties or seventies 
should bring the owners 6% cents, less 
the cost of selling, which is the equiva- 
lent of about $37.50 per green ton. Out- 
side this county the extreme price paid 
anywhere for green prunes is $25, and 
in the southern counties $21, and the 
Santa Clara 
is largely the result of the 

red or- 
ganizations. If the ap is 27,000,000 
figure up about 
$250,000 for this valley. Apricots are 
about all dried, and are being sold by 
the exchange at 7% cents for the low- 


‘est grades to 10 cemts for the best. 


The market scuems to desire cheap 
goods this year, and takes them more 
readily than the better grades at cor- 
responding prices. Few peaches are 
being sold, the lowest price being 6 
cents for the poorest quality in sacks. 
The crop has been greatly overesti- 
mated, and when it is all dried and 
stored good prices will prevail.“ 

The above is a striking showing in 
favor of co-operation and will doubt- 
less do much to encourage the local 

to get the affairs of this dis- 
trict in working order without un- 
necessary delay. While it is too late 
for the growers of deciduous fruits to 
accomplish anything in this direction 
this fall, the citrus fruit men should 
fall into line at once, so that plans 
may be perfected for hands next 
S ex-

orchardists of town, it is beleved that

SECOND PAPER. 

The motions of air- particles in a tube 
used as a source of sound—an organ pipe 
for instance—are curious and interest- 
ing. When a musical note of the right 


pitch is set up by any means at the 


mouth of such a tube, the air column 
within is thrown into a peculiar state ot 
agitation, and gives out a sound which 
is generally much louder than that com- 
ing directly from the original source. 

If the tube is of glass, and is placed in 
a horizontal position, with a small 
quantity of copodium powder well 
distributed throughout its length, the 
powder isseen to respond in the livliest 
fashion to a note of the proper pitch 
and loudness, and to form, when the 
sound ceases, an orderly succession of 


position of the fingers at n may pre- 
vent success. 

By holding the.wire lightly at a point 
one-quarter of the way from A toward 
B and stroking it midway between the 
point held and A, one can, after some 
practice, make it vibrate jn four parts, 
with three stationary pofhts between 
A and B. Such stationary points, like 
the spots of quiet in sounding tubes, 
are called nodes. 

The note Obtained from a wire vi- 
brating in two parts, with one node be- 
tween A and B, isthe octave obtained 
from the wire vibrating as a whole, 
and in general the larger the number 
of vibrating parts the higher the pitch 
of the note emitted, other things being 
equal. 

The wire may, as Fig. 4 indicates, 
give out more than one note at a time. 
In this case the unpracticed ear may 
detect only one note, the one which 
happens to be loudest, but the presence 
of the others will give a peculiar qual 
ity tothe sound, frequently making it 
much richer and more pleasing than if 
it were a single unmixed note. 

So much for the vibrations of the 
violin strings themselves. The sounds 
which they give, however, would be 
heard but a little distance if they were 
not reinforced by the vibrations of the 
thin, elastic wood beneaththem. The 
capacity of aboard for taking up and 
magnifying a musical note sounded 
upon itis marvelous. 

Take a dozen tuning forks, ranging 


symmetry in the plate: If one goes 
about the edge of the disc trying one 
spot after another with the bow, it will 
be found that a stroke at certain places 
does not cause the oscillations of, the 
powder, and does not give a wavering 
sound. 

From the vibrations of a plate to 
those of a bell is a natural and easy 
step. The surface of the bell, like that 
of the plate, is divided by nodal lines 
into areas of greater or less activity. 
It is not easy to study the motions of 
the bell by means of powder; but if it 
is placed with its hollow upward and 
partly filled with some liquid, the sur- 
face of the latter breaks into telltale 
ripples-when the bell is struck repeat- 
edly inone spot, and four regions of 
movement appear symmetrically placed 
around the border. See Fig. 9—A. 

A round-bottomed finger-bowl half- 
filled with water and struék with the 
rubber-covered end of a lead pencil 
shows a similar effect.

B. the points marked n being nodal 
points, which do not, like the other 


parts of the rim, swing alternately out 


and in. 

If ashallow, bowl-shaped vessel or 
bell of metal is used, which may be 
smartly struck without fear of break- 
ing, each successive well-delivered blow 
may cause a jet of spray to leap from

The Advantages. of a Fruit- 
5 growers’ Association. 


Happenings of a Quiet Sunday Many People 
Out of Town—An Alarm of Fire— 
Personal Notes and 
Brevities. 


A recent visitor to Pasaffena, who 
pee always been closely identified with 
he fruit interests of the State, but who 
dsires that his name be —— 2 from 
public notice for sundry spoke 
to the reporter a few days ago urging 
the importance of the fruit-growers 
at once organizing into co-operative 
district associations as contemplated. 

“Up in Santa Clara county, where I 
have been recently,” said the gentle- 


man, “a country fruit exchange has | 


been organized and is operating most 
successfully. Indeed, so great has the 
success of this method of operation 
already become, that the officers are 
beseiged with applications, personal 
and written, from orchardists all over 
the State, asking for information as 
to the methods employed. The ex- 
change has built an immensa new 
warehouse. Its membership list in- 
cludes over six hundred fruit-growers, 
and before & is a year older it will 
practically include every grower in the 
county.“ 

The gentleman then showed the re- 
porter the following statement of the 
manager of the exchange, setting forth 

there and else- 
where for fruit: 

“The present price for prupes: whieh 
are not yet dried, is 5 cents per pound 
on the cars, for the four sizes, which 
is equivalent to about 5% cents for | 
most of the orwhards in this valley, 


prunes averaging sixties or 
should bring the owners 5% cents, less 
the cost of selling, which is the equiva- 
lent of about $37.50 per green ton. Out- 
side this county the extreme price paid 
anywhere for green prunes is $25, and 
in the southern counties $21, and the 
extra price recived in ara 
county is largely the 
work of the change and kin 

ganizations. If the —— is 27,000,000 


Pounds, the gai will figure up about 


$250,000 for this valley. Apricots are 
about all dried, and are being sold by 
the exchange at 7% cents for the low- 
est grades to 10 cents for the best. 
The market scems to desire cheap 
goods this year, and takes them more 
readily than the better grades at cor- 
responding prices. Few peaches are 
being sold, the lowest price being 6 
cents for the poorest quality in sacks. 
The crop has been greatly overesti- 
mated, and when it is all dried and 
stored good prices will prewatl.“ 

The above is a striking showing in 
favor of co-operation and will doubt- 
less do much to encourage the local 
growers to get the affairs of this dis- 
trict in working order without un- 
necessary delay. While it is too late 
for the growers of deciduous fruits to 
accomplish anything in this direction 
this fall, the eitrus fruit men should 
fall into line at once, so that plans 
may be perfected for hand next 
spring’s crop. From the opinions ex- 
preseed by. several of the well-known 
orchardists of town, it is beleved that 
the Pasadena district will be formally 
organized the latter part of the month.

There was no rainfall, and only twice 
during the last twenty-six years has 
there been any record of such in August, 
viz: 0.02 inches in 1872, and 0.09 inches 
in 1884. 

The mean relative humidity was 79. 

During the month there were 24 clear 
days, 5 fair and 2 cloudy. 

The prevailing wind was west, and 
the total movement during the month 
3115 miles, making an average velocity 
of about 4 miles an hour. 

There were no fhigh winds. The 
greatest movement in the daytime was 
41 miles in six hours, and at night 65 
miles in twelve hours.

Curious Experiments Showing Sand and 
Dust Pictures of Organ and Violin 
Tones—Photographing the 
Sounds of Words.

SECOND PAPER. 

The motions of air-particles in a tube 
used as a source of sound—an organ pipe 
for instance—are curious and interest- 
ing. When a musical note of the right 
pitch is set up by any means at the 
mouth of such a tube, the air column 
within is thrown into a peculiar state ot 
agitation, and gives out a sound which 
is generally much louder than that com- 
ing directly from the original source. 

If the tube is of glass, and is placed in 
a horizontal position, with a small 
quantity of copodium powder well 
distributed throughout its length, the 
powder isseen to respond in the livliest 
fashion to a note of the proper pitch 
and loudness, and to form, when the 
sound ceases, an orderly succession of 
ridges and patches, as shown by Fig. 
1, reaching from end to end of the tube.

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This is one of the devices by which we 
can trace the motions of the sounding 
air column. 

If we repeat the experiment, we shall 
see that the powder of the patches does 
not dance, that there are spots of calm 
in the little tempest that otherwise fills 
the tube and transforms each little 
ridge of powder into a cloud of dust, so 
long as the sound lasts. 

The calm of the patches, however, is 
not quite the same as that of the outer 
air; it is the calm not of opposing 
forces merely, but of opposing shocks 
repeated with great frequency, hun- 
dreds of times.a second in most cases, 
but so timid and balanced that the air 
in these centers of conflict is merely 
compressed and rarified alternately 
without appreciable swing in one direc- 
tion or the other. — 

The regions where this apparent but 
deceptive quiet reigns are called nodes. 
The higher the pitch of the sound the 
shorter the distance between the nodes, 
and with every device by which the 
pitch of a sounding tube is varied the 
positions and relative distances of the 
nodes are changed. . 

If we turn from the tube, or pipe, one 
of thelsimplest of musical devices, to 
the one of greatest range and flexibility, 
the violin, may we hope to form a pic- 
ture of the modes of vibration that give 


position of the fimgers aten may pre- 
vent success. 

By holding the-wire lightly at a point 
one-quarter of the way from A toward 
B and stroking it midway between the 
point held and A, one can, after some 
practice, make it vibrate in four parts, 
with three stdtionary points between 
A and B. Such stationary points, like 
the spots of quiet in sounding tubes, 
are called nodes. 

The note obtained from a wire vi- 
brating in two parts, with one node be- 
tween A and B, isthe octave obtained 
from the wire vibrating as a whole, 
and in general the larger the number 
of vibrating parts the higher the pitch 
of the note emitted, other things being 
equal. 

The wire may, as Fig. 4 indicates, 
give out more than one note at a time. 


In this case the umpracticed ear may 


detect only one note, the one which 
happens to be loudest, but the presence 
of the others will give a peculiar qual. 
ity tothe sound, frequently making it 
much richer and more pleasing than if 
it were a single unmixed note. 

So much for the vibrations of the 
violin strings themselves. The sounds 
which they give, however, would be 
heard but a little distance if they were 
not reinforced by the vibrations of the 
thin, elastic wood beneaththem. The 
capacity of aboard for taking up and 
magnifying a musical note sounded 
upon itis marvelous. 

Take a dozen tuning forks, ranging 
in pitch from the lowest to the highest 
note ever written in musical scores, 
set any one of them vibrating, and, 
while it is still sounding, place the end 
of the handle against any broad piece 
of wood that is at hand, anything from 
a shingle to a table top, and you will 


hear the note swell out with an almost 
startling increase of strength. 

An Italian named Chladni made the 
vibrations of wooden or metal plates 
his especial study. Supporting the 

late asin Fig. 7, he sprinkled sand 
— it dnd then stroked its edge with 
a bow. As soon as the plate under 
such conditions responds with a clear 
note to the friction of the bow,. the 


sand begins to gather in lines or rings, 


erhaps like those shoWn on the plate 
fn Fig. 7. 

These lines are lines of least motion, 
the lines that go up and down least 
while the plate is sounding; they are 
called nodal lines. : 

The sand moves, in general, toward 
an adjacent modal line, asif it were 
powerfully; drawn toward it, and per- 
haps before the first stroke of the bow 
is finished all the lines are complete and 
the intermediate parts of the plate are 
swept bare. 

The perticular form and arrangement 
assumed by the line upon any one plate 
depend upon the note emitted, and to

to this instrument its infinite variety 
of pitch and expression? : 
Let us begin with the strings: 

‘A chord held fast at both ends and 
plucked or rubbed crosswise will vibrate 
as in Fig. 2. ete 
-@winging as a whole, save at the 
ends, from side to side, as in Fig. 8, the 
points n and n, though not fastened like 
the ends A and B remaining at rest; as 
in Fig. 4, which is a combination of 
Figs. 2 and 3; or in some other form, 
perhaps far more complicated, of the 
same general character as those here 
shown. : 

Some of these forms may be made 
visible with a very simple apparatus, 
like that shown in Fig. 5, in which C is 
a board six feet long, having a wire of 
brass or steel running from end to end 
and drawn tight over two rectangular 
blocks, A and B. Fora bow to set he 
wire in vibration one may use a strong 
piece of common twine, well rosined, 
drawn tight between two long screw- 
eyes driven into a stick, asin Fig. 6. 

Ry turning the screw-eyes the string 
may be tightened. 

With or without a bow it is. perfectly 
‘easy to set the wire swinging in the 
manner shown in Fig. 2. By stroking 
the wire at C vigorously but smoothly 
with the bow, while the point is held 
very lightly between the thumb and 
finger, the form of vibration shown in 
Fig. 8 can be produced. The swings 
will not be very wide, and one may 
have to look somewhat carefully to see 
them, but if bits of paper bent to a V- 
shape are placed astride the wire at e“, 
n' and e“, those at e'“ and e“ will be 
thrown off by the vibrations, while the 
one at n’ will ride in safety. The 


obtain certain notes requires a careful 
placing of the figures (see Fig. 7) and a 
skillful handling of the bow. The 
fingers touch at points where certain 
nodal lines are to reach the edge of the 
plate. The bow, which should be well 
rosined, is applied midway between 
two such points, on the opposite side of 
the plate. Figure 8 shows some of the 
forms in which thin, square plates may 
vibrate. 

Curious as the behavierof the sound 
is when it moves upon the vibrating 
plate, the movement of lycopodium 
powder under the sanfe conditions is 
perhaps still more interesting. It 
seems to prefer the place of greatest 
disturbance, and gathers particularly 
upon the spots which the sound leaves 
bare. Itdances the maddest kind of 
dance and is tossed in the air in 1 min- 
ature cloud when the sound is loudest, 
but the motion of the plate toward each 
littie mound as if carried along bya 
draft of air, akind of undertow, while 
in the center of the mound there is an

On circular, plates one often sees a 
queer oscillating movement of the 
lines and the patches of lycopodium. 
When the bow is strongly drawn all the 


spots and lines wil! begin to swing in a | 
particular direction, as if they ther 


make a circuit ot the plate together, 
but as the vibration weakens they swing 
back again and then forward, settling 
finally after afew oscillations, where 
they were at first. While these phe- 
nomena remain before the eye, the ear 
detects à peculiar fluctuation of the 
sound keeping time with the visible os- 
cillations upon the plate. The two are

symmetry in the plate. If one goes 
about the edge of the disc trying one 
spot after another with the bow, it will 
be found that a stroke at certain places 
does not “cause the oscillations of the 
powder, and does not give a wavering 
sound. 
From the vibrations of a plate to 
those of a bell is a natural and easy 
step. The surface of the bell, like that 
of the plate, is divided by nodal lines 
into areas of greater or less activity. 
It is not easy to study the motions of 
the bell by means of powder; but if it 


is placed with its hollow upward and 


partly filled with some liquid, the sur- 
face of the latter breaks into telltale 
ripples when the bell is struck repeat- 
edly in one spot, and- four regions of 
movement appear symmetrically placed 
around the border. See Fig. 9—A.. 

A round-bottomed finger-bowl half- 
filled with water and struck with the 
rubber-covered end of a lead pencil 
shows a similar effect. 

The vibrations of the bowl revealed 


by the ripples are indicated in Fig. 9—. 


B, the points marked n being nodal 
points, which do not, like the other 
parts of the rim, swing alternately out 
and in. 

If a shallow, bowl-shaped vessel or 
bell of metal is used, which may be 
smartly struck without fear of break 
ing, each successive well-delivered blow 
may cause a jet of spray to leap from 


the spot struck, and from three other 


spots corresponding, so vigorously that 
one seems to witness the effect of little 
explosions just beneath the water’s 
edge. 

If mercury is used in a glass or iron 
bowl the spray will probably not be 
seen, but the ripple marks will be far 
more distinct to the eye than the cor- 
responding forms in water, for the ex- 
cellent reflecting power of mercury will 
show, by means of dancing light and 


shade, each little angle and facet of the 


surface. Fig. 10 gives the appearance 
of a brightly- illuminated surface of 
mercury under a certain form of agita- 
tion corresponding to the vibrations of 
the containing vessel. 

By receiving upon a photographic 


surface a ray of light reflected from the 
diaphragm of a telephone, physicists 


have contrived to secure an optical 
record of the vibrations corresponding 
to certain spoken words.

WORRIED TO DEATH. 


Business Troubles Overbalanced 
Constantine’s Hind. 


The Coroner’s Jury Finds that the De- 
ceased Died from the Effects of a Gun- 
shot Wound Inflicted by 
His Own Hand. 


— 


Coroner Cates held an inquest yes- 
terday afternoon, in the undertaking- 
rooms of Garrett & Samson, on the 
body of Fred Constantine, the painter 
who committed suicide Saturday, an 
account of Which was published in 
The Times yesterday morning. 

But little was developed in the course 
of the taking of testimony that threw 
any further light upon the cause of the 
man’s act of self-destruction, beyond 
the fact that he had become despond- 
ent by reason of business troubles, and 
while in that mood blew out his brains. 

The coroner’s jury returned a verdict 
to the effect that the deceased came to 
his death by gunshot wounds inflicted 
by his own hand, while in a fit of tem- 
porary insanity. 

Several persons stated under oath 
that Constantine had lately been act- 
ing very queerly, and that they had 
believed that he was not in his right 
mind. 

On Saturday morning a grocer called 
at the house on San Julian street, 
where Constantine resided. He was 
met by the wife of the deceased, and 
askd her incidentally where Fred, 
meaning her husband, was. Mrs. Con- 
stantine replied that he had just left 
the house a short time before. She 
added that she hardly knew what had 
come over him, he acted in such a sin- 
gular manner, sleeping and eating but 
little, and appearing nervous and ex- 
citable. 

Constantine did not again return to 
his home, and in the afternoon the 
news came that he had committed sui- 
cide 

There seemed but little doubt that 
the business troubles referred to preyed 
so upon the painter’s mind that his rea- 
son became unbalanced, and he re- 
sorted to suicide as a means of ending 
the worry. 

It was only a few weeks ago that he 
took entire charge of the shop on WII- 
mington street, relieving his partner, 
Coakley, from further responsibility, 
and assuming the whole of the out- 
standing debts of the concern. He 
then worked along faithfully, but the 
creditors began to press him for money 
and to insist upon a speedy settlement. 
Not being able to meet the bills on so 
short a notice, Constantine was at a 
loss to know which way to turn, and 
as each day went by he became more 
thoroughly convinced that he had got 
the little end of the bargain. Instead 
of geting better, things went from bad 
to worse, culminating in the untimely 
suicide. 


QUITE A T — 
San Francisco Officiais Wong Over Judge | 
Ross's Decision. 

The San Francisco Chronicle of Sat- 

urday says: 

“Judge Ross, in his decision against 
the Chinese in Los Angeles, published 
in Thursday morning’s Chronicle, says 
that if he had known officially that 
there was no money for the deporta- 
tion of Chinese for violation of the 
certificate clause of the Geary act, he 
would unhesitatingly have refused to 
issue the warrants in the cases in 
which his decision was rendered. It 
has been generally given out and be- 
lieved that, subsequent to the Supreme 
Court’s decision, affirming the constitu- 


tionality of the Geary act, the Secre- |. 


tary of the Treasury and the Attorney- 
General of the United States had of- 
ficlally informed United States mar- 
shals and United States attorneys of 
all districts thät there were no funds 
to meet such expenses. United States 
District Attorney Garter yesterday 
said, in speaking of the matter: ‘I was 
officially notified by the Secretary of 
the Treasury that there was no money 
to pay for the deportation of Chinese 
at least four months ago. It seems 
hardly possible that Judge Ross should 
have been left uninformed, and if it is 
so the United States District Attorney 
of his district has neglected his duty. 
As it is, none of us know what to do. 
The judge has ordered the Chinese put 
in charge of a United States marshal 
to be deported. He must keep them in 
charge till they are deported. Judge 
Ross says they cannot be imprisoned. 
As there is no money to deport them, 
they must be kept by the marshal till 
they are deported, and yet not im- 
prisoned. rather in a 
tangle.’
